2. The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the special technical 
feature of the electrical connector of independent claim 1 (Invention group 1) is not 
novel or unobvious as evidenced by either Stauffer (US 3,897131 A) or Muzslay (US 
5,460,549 A). Each of these references disclose electrical connectors solving a similar 
problem to that discussed in the instant application and contain all the features defined 
in claim 1 except that the connectors are not disclosed as being used with detonators. It 
would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time that the invention 
was made to modify the connector devices of either Stauffer or Muzslay to match the 
opening of a detonator. Thus unity of invention does not exist. To search and examiner 
all of the claimed inventions would place an excessive burden on the examiner.
